Food claims face new crackdown

Polk County hog farmer Jim 
Wood is used to hearing that his 
premium Hereford pork is on the 
menu at Central Florida restau- 
rants. The problem is that Wood 
doesn’t sell to many of these restau- 
rants, and neither do his distribu- 
tors. 


Inspectors cite eateries for mislabeling local, organic 


“People love to put my pigs on 
the menu even if they aren’t serving 
my pork,” said Wood, owner of Pal- 
metto Creek Farms in Avon Park. 

As restaurants and consumers 
have embraced the farm-to-table 
movement, farmers and state regu- 
lators are reporting a rise in the 


number of eateries falsely advertis- 
ing premium ingredients and local 
sourcing on menus. 

State health inspectors have 
cited restaurants 68 times so far in 
2017 in Orange, Seminole, Osceola 
and Lake counties for mislabeling, 
the most in the last five years and 


more than five times the number 
cited in 2013. 

Farm-to-table, local and organic 
are buzz words in the food and 
restaurant industry that demand 
premium prices. Two area farmers

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Commission 
vets over 100 
amendments 


Changes would affect 
health, schools, taxes

TALLAHASSEE — More than 
100 proposals to change Florida’s 
Constitution — ranging from re- 
storing convicts’ civil rights to a 
ban on “vaping” in public places — 
are being vetted by a powerful 
commission that only meets once 
every 20 years. 

Not all of the proposals — and 
more than likely few of them — 
will wind up on the 2018 ballot. 
While some deal with smaller is- 
sues, such as repealing a defunct 
high-speed rail provision, others 
could dramatically affect the 
rights of many Floridians. 

Proposed amendments would 
ease class-size requirements in 
public schools, make it harder for 
lawmakers to raise taxes and col- 
leges to raise tuition, expand char- 
ter school access, impose term 
limits on school board members 
and create bills of rights for crime 
victims and patients. 

A sweeping proposal approved 
by a committee of the Constitu- 
tion Revision Commission on 
Thursday would repeal the Blaine 
Amendment, which prohibits 
state tax dollars from being used

Businesses along the St. Johns River rebound after Hurricane Irma

Business owners along the St. 
Johns River have long depended on 
the waterway to bring tourists, fish- 
ermen and boaters into their shops, 
restaurants and campgrounds dur- 
ing the busy fall and winter months. 

But after Hurricane Irma’s heavy 
rains swelled the waterway and 
flooded properties, it forced many 
of those businesses to close their 
doors — in some cases for weeks — 
and lose the lucrative income from 
seasonal visitors. Now, more than 


two months after Irma swept 
across Florida, life is finally return- 
ing to normal for many of them. 
James Powell reopened his Astor 
Landing Campground and Marina 
along the St. Johns in northeast 
Lake County about two weeks ago. 
He figures he lost about $45,000 
from canceled reservations and 
campers leaving as he waited for 
the river’s water levels to recede. 
“Our whole town suffered be- 
cause of the high water levels,” said 
Powell, 51, whose family has op-
